Ttie  action  of  the  Dall  cannot  cancel  that  oath 
It  is  an  oath  that  has  been  taken'  by  all  th*- 
members  of  the  present  Dall  and  Senate.  Tin- 
necessity  to  take  It  again  will  not  arise  until 
a^ter  another  geoeral  election  in  the  Free  State. 
A^fhat  Mr.  de  Valera  U  doing  now  is  maklBg  a 
ttsture  towards  the  Republican  extremists, 
whose  leaders  he  xalMMd  ftpm  jfriaon  recently. 
He  holds  power  bqf  tlltIM  «t  III*  VOlei  of  those 
ettremlsts  and  mttH  to  ■owortHnj  to  MUify 
tl|eir  aspirations. 

Passions  have  been  aroused  anew  in  the  Free 
sUte  In  the  discussion  on  the  Oath  of  Allegiance. 
TTiose  passions  will  spread  throughout  the  coun- 
try. It  is  conceivable  that  before  long  Mr.  de 
VAlera  will  be  faced  with  conditions  resembUng 
<  ivil  war.  a  possiblUty  of  mofe  than  average 
likelihood,  as  all  who  know  Southern  Ireland 
~li(ll  realize.  Mr.  de  Valera  maintains  that  the 
oath  Is  a  domestic  matter.  Hia  operience  of 
politics  Is  not  yet  sufficiently  wldo  to  understand 
that  there  are  two  countries  cooeerned  !n  treaty 
rli^ts.  Tlie  free  State  is  pursuing  cross  pur- 
poses. It  wants  a  Republican  Oovemment,  or 
tl^at  is  the  desire  Of  Itf  present  political  masters, 
arn  it  wants,  at  one  and  the  same  time,  to  re- 
tain the  advantages  of  economic  association 
within  the  Empire.  Coinrldent  with  Mr.  de 
VaJera's  attitude  on  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  is 
the  purpose  of  the  tariffs  being  framed  at  Dub- 
lin which  are  designated  "bargaining  counters" 
for  the  forthcoming  conference  at  Ottawa.  In 
other  words,  while  dissociating  himself  from 
allegiance  within  the  British  Empire  the  Irish 
President  Is  looking  forward,  on  behalf  of  his 
country,  to  the  Imperial  preferniiM  rates  whicli 
It  Jft  assumed  will  be  conceded  to  Brtfealn  and 
the  Dominions. 

There  can  be  no  such  thing  as  Republicanism 
within  the  Empire.  That  is  a  contradiction  in 
terms.  In  order  to  gratify  the  extremists  among 
his  followers  Mr.  de  Valera  Is  omittftig  the 
weightier  matters  which  call  insistently  for  his 
conskieratlort.  The  finances  of  the  Irish  Free 
State  present  grave  difllcultles.  Those  finances 
and  their  wolfanr  an  inextrteably  bound  up  wit.h 
trade  with  Britain  They  will  go  from  bad  to 
worse  if  the  Republicans  force  an  open  breach 
With  Britain,  and  compel  Mr.  de  Valera  to  go 
further  than  he  wants  to  go.  It  may  be  men- 
tioned, incidentally,  that  what  action  Britain 
Will  take  should  the  treaty  be  repudiated,  to  the 
extent,  nf  having  the  Oath  of  AlleRlance  abol- 
ished, has  yet  to  be  determined.  One  suggestion 
la  that  the  matter  ehould  ko  mbmltted  to  an 
Bnplre  tribunal  which  could  reach  its  decision 
At  tkw  time  of  the  Imperial  Conference  at  Ot- 
tawa* It  la;  concelvaMe.  of  course,  that  Mr.  de 
Valera  would  reject  such  arbitrament  since  he 
refuses  to  acknowledge  the  Crown.  Probably  the
